A Municipal Hospital 


On several oceasions the Review has

Food restrictions and food requisi 
tions are now being imposed» Not 
only are the Germans requisitioning 
all live stock, but the inhabitants ot 
Alsace and Lorraine are under mili 
tary orders, with military penalties 
attached, not to kill a single food an 
imal. : 
Requisition is also being made of 
smoked meats; dried fruits, potatoes, 
vegetables, wheat and flour. 

The restrictions have reached a 
point where the farmers are no long 
er allowed either to milk their ovtn 
cows or collect the eggs laid by their 
own hens.

Letters to Minneapolis friends and 
to Mr, Baker’s mother in Mankato 
bring descriptions of his journey, his 
visit in Paris, and then his trip to 
Sandricourt, where the American am- 
bulance men lately arrived have been 
conditioning for active service, Mrs. 
Baker's letter from her son comes to 
The Tribune by céurtesy of the 
Mankato Free Press. It follows: 

“In Paris we saw many soldiers, 
most of them wounded men on leave 
and we were struck by the number of 
decorations, Of course, the French 
have been at war nearly three year 
and consequently thousands of their 
brave soldiers have been decorated 
for their great work against the 
Huns. We talked to some wounded 
men, splendid fellows who had been 


ettending a Y.M.C.A, school and 
spoke good English, and it was 
touching to have them speak of 


America, ‘Americans are our broth- 
ers, we love you,’ one said. When 
he learned that we were to do our 
little part by driving ambulances, he 
embraced us with his one yood arm 
and wished us luck, ‘And will you 
honor me by smoking one of my 
cigarettes?’ he asked.

A list of towns has been published 
this week showing where the military 
tribunals will sit to hear exemptions 
under the Military Service Act. It is 
to be hoped that every town where 
one of these tribunals will sit will give 


it their earnest support. We cannot 


do aught else, The West atany rate 
is fully agreed to continue the war to 
a suiecessful issue, and the Military 
Service Act is & means to that end. 
Our democratic neighbor to the south 
is evidently aware of the danger that 
confronts all demeeratic countries, 
and by its policy of censeription lays 
down the duty of the individual to de- 
fend those liberties which demecracy 
hae enly gained after centuries of suf- 
fering from autocratic rulers, Those 
liberties undonbtedly are in danger 
and in face of a common foe we who 
believe in democracy must make snre, 
so far as we possibly can, that the 
same freedom and liberties which we 
enjoy shall be handed down also to 
future generations. 


The board of grain supervisors of 
Canada has ordered that upon all 
wheat purchased by or for the flour 
mills in Canada between Sept. 12, 1917, 
and August 3ist, 1918, there shall be 
paid by the purchaser a sum of two 
cents per bushel. 

If the reperts as te the huge profits 
made by the millers are correct, (some 
say to the extent ef five doliars a bar- 
rel) they can well afford two cents a 
bushel, 


The Alberta advisory committee on 
food control the other day in Calgary 
passed the following resolution ; 

Agricultuial production in Western 
Canada can be increased and speeded 
up by the farmer's utilization of farm 
tractors, but the heavy duties on im- 
poited tractors prevents their more 
extended use, Itis respectfully sug- 
gested that the food controller should 
make urgent representation to the Do- 
minion government for reduction ia 
the import duties on farm tractors 
especially, and as well as reductions 
on ether farm implements, ;
